President proposes 
new efforts to reduce 
unemployment level 

Washington 

President Obama called for a major 
new burst of federal spending Tues- 
day, aiming to jolt the wobbly econ- 
omy into a stronger recovery and 
reduce painfully persistent dou- 
ble-digit unemployment. 

Despite Republican criticism 
about record deficits, Obama said 
the U.S. must continue to “spend 
our way out of this recession” as 
long as so many people are out of 
work. More than 7 million Amer- 
icans have lost their jobs since the 
recession began, and the jobless 
rate stands at 10 percent, a statistic 
Obama called “staggering.” 

Congressional approval would 
be required for the new spend- 
ing, the amount unspecified but 
sure to be at least tens of billions 
of dollars. 

“We avoided the depression 
many feared,” Obama said in a 
speech at the Brookings Institu- 
tion. But, he added, “Our work is 


far from done.” 

Obama did not give a price 
tag for the new package but said 


he would work with Congress on 
deciding how to pay for it.

The general in charge of the war 
in Afghanistan said Tuesday he 
expects to know by this time next 
year whether the new troop build- 
up is reversing Taliban momentum 
and he believes he will be able to 
draw down forces in 2011 without 
asking for more. 

Gen. Stanley McChrystal, 
appearing before House and Sen- 
ate panels a week after President 
Obama announced his new surge- 
and-exit strategy, said he had not 
recommended the 18-month expira- 
tion date for the surge that Obama 
applied and would have preferred 
more forces than he is being given. 
Still, he supported the plan with- 
out reservation. 

“Tm comfortable with the entire 
plan, sir,” McChrystal told a skepti- 
cal Sen. Carl Levin, D-Mich., chair- 
man of the Senate Armed Servic- 
es Committee. 


Ambassador Karl Eikenber- 
ry, who had voiced misgivings 
previously, also saluted the new 
approach. The two men sat side by 
side at a pair of Capitol Hill hear- 
ings long sought by Republicans 
critical of the lengthy White House 
review that yielded the decision 
to send an emergency infusion of 
30,000 additional U.S. forces. 

The revised battle strategy 
includes a plan to begin bringing 
some troops home in 18 months. 
How many troops leave would be 


determined by conditions on the 
ground. 

“Results may come more quick- 
ly,” McChrystal said. “But the sober 
fact is that there are no silver bul- 
lets. Ultimate success will be the 
cumulative effect of sustained 
pressure.” 

Eikenberry said the course out- 
lined last week by Obama “offers 
the best path to stabilize Afghan- 
istan and to ensure al-Qaeda and 
other terrorist groups cannot regain 
a foothold.”

Senate Votes Down Abortion Rule for Health Bill 


Washington 

The Senate on Tuesday rejected 
an effort by abortion opponents to 
tighten restrictions in the health 
care overhaul bill on taxpayer dol- 
lars for the procedure, but it was 
unlikely to be the last word on the 
divisive issue. 

By a vote of 54-45, the Senate 
sidetracked an amendment by 


Sen. Ben Nelson, D-Neb., and Sen. 
Orrin Hatch, R-Utah, that would 
ban any insurance plan getting tax- 
payer dollars from offering abor- 
tion coverage. The restrictions 
mirrored provisions in the House- 
passed health care bill. 

The Senate bill currently allows 
insurance plans to cover abortions 
but requires that they be paid for 
only with private money. The bill 


calls for insurance plans that would 
receive federal subsidies to strict- 
ly separate public funds from pri- 
vate dollars that would be used to 
pay for abortions. 

“As our bill currently reads, no 
insurance plan in the new market- 
place ... would be allowed to use 
public funds for abortion,” said 
Senate Majority Leader Harry 
Reid, D-Nev. (ap)

Travel halts; strong 
winds expected to 
bring on blizzards 

Des Moines, Iowa 

Fierce winds ripped away the 
roof of a police station, thousands 
of people lost power, and drivers 
stuck due to closed highways set- 
tled in to wait as storms swept out 
of the West to the nation’s midsec- 
tion Tuesday. 

Much of the Upper Midwest 
was covered in deep snow, and 
strong winds Tuesday night were 
expected to create blizzard condi- 
tions. The storm had already blan- 
keted much of the mountain west 
and drenched Southern Califor- 
nia with rain. 

With travel likely to get worse, 
officials were warning residents 
in parts of the West and Midwest 
to stay close to home. Blizzard 


warnings were issued for most 
of Iowa, and eastern Nebraska, 
southern Minnesota and south- 
ern Wisconsin. 

“Anybody traveling tomorrow 
morning is really taking a huge 
risk, I would say — a risk of being 
stranded and not having anybody 
be able to help you for six or 12 
hours, probably,” Karl Jungbluth, 
a meteorologist with the National 
Weather Service in Johnston, Iowa, 
said Tuesday. 

Jungbluth said a “classic, big, 
deepening winter storm” was 
affecting more than a dozen states. 
A foot or more of snow was expect- 
ed in parts of Iowa, Illinois and 
Wisconsin. Wind gusts of up to 
50 mph could create snow drifts 
of 8 to 15 feet. 

“Snow and lots of it!” said 
Rose Jansen, assistant manager 
at Sparky’s One Stop gas station in 
Schaller, Iowa. “We’ll be here, no

Five attacks injure

Legislation would 
impose death penalty 
for some homosexuals 

Kampala, Uganda 

Proposed legislation would impose 
the death penalty for some gay 
Ugandans, and their family and 
friends could face up to seven years 
in jail if they fail to report them to 
authorities. 

Even landlords could be impris- 
oned for renting to homosexuals. 

Gay rights activists say the 
bill, which has prompted growing 
international opposition, promotes 
hatred and could set back efforts to 
combat HIV/AIDS. They believe the 
bill is part of a continentwide back- 
lash because Africa’s gay communi- 
ty is becoming more vocal. 

“It’s a question of visibility,” 
said David Cato, who became an

activist after he was beaten up four 
times, arrested twice, fired from 
his teaching job and outed in the 
press because he is gay. “When we 
come out and ask for our rights, 
they pass laws against us.” 


Legislation Details 

The Ugandan legislation in its cur- 
rent form would mandate a death 
sentence for active homosexuals liv- 
ing with HIV or in cases of same-sex 
rape. “Serial offenders" also could 
face capital punishment, but the 
legislation does not define the term. 
Anyone convicted of a homosexual 
act faces life imprisonment, (ap) 


The legislation has drawn global 
attention from activists across the 
spectrum of views on gay issues. 
The measure was proposed in 
Uganda following a visit by lead- 
ers of U.S. conservative Christian 
ministries that promote therapy for 
gays to become heterosexual. 

However, at least one of those 
leaders has denounced the bill, as 
have some other conservative and 
liberal Christians in the U.S. 


Gay-rights activists say the leg- 
islation is likely to pass. But the bill 
is still being debated and could 
undergo changes before a vote, 
which has not yet been set. 

Gay rights activists abroad are 
focusing on the legislation. A pro- 
test against the bill is planned for 
Thursday in London. 

David Bahati, the legislator 
sponsoring the bill, said he was 
encouraging “constructive criti- 
cism” to improve the law, but insist- 
ed strict measures were necessary 
to stop homosexuals from “recruit- 
ing” schoolchildren. 

Uganda’s ethics minister, James 
Nsaba Buturo, said the death sen- 
tence clause would probably be 
reviewed but maintained the law 
was necessary to counter foreign 
influence. He said homosexuality 
“is not natural in Uganda,” a view 
echoed by some Ugandans.

Basij members attack

Thousands of members of the pro- 
government Basij paramilitary 
organization stormed the grounds 
of Tehran University on Tuesday 
and attacked a group of protest- 
ing students, several witnesses 
said as unrest continued in the cap- 
ital after Monday’s “Student Day” 
demonstrations. 

Armed with steel clubs, elec-

Regular police units were 
out in full force in the streets sur- 
rounding the university.

U.N.: Decade Likely to Be Hottest 



Report comes amid 
dispute over draft 
deals at climate talks 

Copenhagen 

This decade is on track to become 
the warmest since records began in 
1850, and 2009 could rank among 
the top five warmest years, the U.N. 
weather agency reported Tuesday 
on the second day of a pivotal 192- 
nation climate conference. 

Only the U.S. and Canada expe- 
rienced cooler conditions than 
average, the World Meteorological 
Organization said, although Alas- 
ka had the second-warmest July 
on record. 

In central Africa and south- 
ern Asia, this will probably be the 
warmest year, but overall, 2009 will 
“be about the fifth-warmest year on 
record,” said Michel Jarraud, sec- 
retary-general of the WMO. 

Meanwhile, negotiators at the 
two-week talks in Copenhagen 
turned Tuesday to “metrics,” “gas 


inventories” and other dense tech- 
nicalities, as delegates worked to 
craft a global deal to rein in carbon 
dioxide and other greenhouse gases 
and stem climate change. 

Governments jockeyed for posi- 
tion leading up to the finale late next 
week, when more than 100 national 
leaders, including President Obama, 
will converge on Copenhagen for 
the final days of bargaining. 

Drafts circulated at the summit 


showed marked differences between 
rich and poor nations over how to 
structure a final deal. A leaked Dan- 
ish document that was submitted 
before the talks came under criti- 
cism from climate activists as an 
attempt by rich nations to exclude 
them from the bargaining. 

“It is vitally important that vul- 
nerable countries are part of the 
debate,” Oxfam spokesman Antonio 
Hill said.

jail officials said. 

The weapon may be linked to 
another handgun smuggled into 
the facility that was part of a 2003 
scheme in which four inmates 
agreed to shoot themselves in hopes 
of suing the District and winning a 
monetary judgment for not keeping 
them safe, officials said. 

The four inmates were wound- 
ed on Dec. 23, 2003, inside the 
jail’s maximum security wing. 
The inmates suffered minor inju-

ries. Two were convicted and two 
others pleaded guilty to charges 
stemming from the plot. 

Since the shooting, rumors have 
swirled through the jail that a sec- 
ond gun was part of the scam and it 
remained hidden somewhere inside 
the facility, authorities said. 

Sylvia Lane, a spokeswoman 
for the D.C. Department of Cor- 
rections, said officials have been 
trying to find the rumored weap-

Va. GOP Lawmaker Calls 
Kaine Tax Hikes Useless 


Richmond, Va. 

Even with hard times assured for 
public schools and other state- 
supported ventures. Democrat- 
ic Gov. Tim Kaine’s bid to end tax 
breaks to help balance an under- 
funded budget will get nowhere in 
a Republican-run House of Dele- 
gates, the top GOP budget writer 
said Tuesday. 

But even as Republicans, forti- 
fied by last month’s elections, hold 
the line against new taxes, increas- 
es are virtually assured by some 
cash-starved local governments 
after support from the state dries 
up, an advocate for county govern- 
ments said. 

Delegate M. Kirkland Cox, the 
ranking House Appropriations 
Committee Republican, told jour- 
nalists that rolling back tax breaks 
is tantamount to a tax increase, 
something Republican Gov.-elect 
Bob McDonnell has pledged to 
reject with the support of a Repub-

lican-controlled House. 

“The biggest thing he [Kaine] 
could do for us is not put a tax 
increase in the budget,” Cox told 
about 50 reporters and editors 
attending the eighth annual Asso- 
ciated Press Day at the Capitol. 

“The reason for that is elections 
have consequences, and in this elec- 
tion, Bob McDonnell ran on a plat- 
form of not raising taxes,” said Cox,

D.C. Moves Up in Math 

Improved scores spur hopes that the city’s schools are finally getting it right 



Washington 

D.C. public schools scored outsized 
gains in mathematics over the past 
six years under a federal report card 
released Tuesday showing that a 
city long derided for having one of 
the nation’s worst school systems 
has been progressing faster than its 
urban peers. 

The advances do not put the city 
schools in anywhere near the same 
league as the Washington area’s high- 
flying suburban systems. But the 
results show that reform efforts under 
D.C. Schools Chancellor Michelle A. 
Rhee and her predecessor have begun 
to pay off 

Once routinely ranked last in math, 
D.C. public schools are now roughly 
on par with such cities as Los Angeles, 
Baltimore and Cleveland, and they are 
advancing faster than most of them. 
The National Assessment of Educa- 
tional Progress found the D.C. system 
was the only one of 11 studied in 2007 
and 2009 to make significant strides 
in grades four and eight math scores. 
Its gains in fourth grade since 2003 
were triple those found in the nation 
as a whole and roughly double the 
advances for all large cities. 

There were many caveats. The 
report covered only math, and a cru- 
cial follow-up on reading is expected 
next year. The D.C. system’s scores 
also remain well below the national 
average: 220 this year on a 500-point 
scale in fourth grade, compared to 239 
nationally; and 251 in eighth grade, 
compared to 282 nationally. 

D.C.’s independently operated char- 
ter schools also made progress over 
six years. Their fourth-grade score 


rose to 217 in 2009 from 203 in 2003. 
The eighth-grade D.C. charter score 
this year, 256, beat the D.C. system 
score of 251. 

Still, experts said the scores provide 
evidence that the D.C. system under 
Rhee is gaining traction. 

“Gains of this magnitude do not 
happen by accident,” said Michael Cas- 
serly, executive director of the Council 
of the Great City Schools. “They hap- 
pen because there are real reforms 
beneath them.” 

Despite the focus on Rhee, the 
report showed that the upward trend 
in the District began before she arrived. 
She credited her predecessor, Clifford 
Janey, for laying a solid foundation. 

In math, educators say, an increased 
focus on the use of games, calculators 
and written responses helped drive 
the gains in scores under the nation- 
al assessment, known as NAEP. The 
strategy dates back to Janey’s tenure 


but has been redoubled under Rhee. 

“I know it sounds simplistic, but it’s 
through the games that kids were able 
to reinforce factual recall and apply 
the skills. They were able to look at 
math as something that was not just 
paper and pencil drills,” said one ele- 
mentary school instructional coach 
who asked not to be named. 

Teachers and administrators say 
the improvement in scores is also 
attributable in part to Everyday Mathe- 
matics, a K-6 curriculum Janey brought 
to the District in 2005. 

The NAEP exams are a competi- 
tion of sorts for urban school reform- 
ers. With D.C. Public Schools begin- 
ning to rise in the rankings, Detroit 
now sticks out as the school system 
with by far the lowest scores. 

Rhee on Tuesday told a Detroit civic 
leader: “I feel your pain. We were where 
you are not too long ago.” nickanderson

Nationals Ante Up for Big Name 


Washington lands 
Rodriguez with a 
two-year, $6M deal 

Pro Baseball 

The Washington Nationals’ front 
office knows it must pay a premium 
to lure the players it wants. At the 
winter meetings, the club is prov- 
ing it’s willing to do just that. 

Washington’s bid to add a back- 
up catcher this off-season came 
to a quick end Monday night with 
the acquisition of free agent Ivan 
Rodriguez, a future Hall of Famer 
whose stature and salary suggests 
a significant role, according to a 
team source. 

Rodriguez, 38, who signed a 
two-year, $6 million deal, will fill 
a major need for the Nationals, 
backing up catcher Jesus Flores, 
who is recovering from a serious 
right shoulder injury. 

If Flores is not ready for the reg- 
ular season, Rodriguez will be able 
to play regularly. 

Rodriguez spent last season 
with the Houston Astros and 
Texas Rangers, hitting .249 with 
10 home runs in 425 at-bats. Dur- 
ing his prime, he was known as 
an extraordinary defensive catch- 
er who also had the ability to hit 
with pop. 

Those skills are diminished 
now, but Rodriguez nonetheless 
represents a high-profile signing; 
he’s a former AL Most Valuable 
Player, and an upgrade over Wil 
Nieves and Josh Bard, who shared 
the catching duties last season. 




A Questionable Signing? 

Former Nationals general manager Jim 
Bowden was among the first to criticize the 
Ivan Rodriguez signing. “Following in the foot- 
steps of Paul LoDuca and Dmitri Young, anoth- 
er bad [signing] by the Nationals,” Bowden said 
on SIRIUS XM Radio’s MLB Home Plate channel. 
“This time by a new GM, at least," he said. “Let’s give a lot of credit where credit is 
due. Scott Boras, his agent, was able to get a two-year guaranteed contract for a 
38-year old catcher with an on-base percentage of .280." (twp) 


The signing raised eyebrows 
in Indianapolis, where the winter 
meetings are held, but the Nation- 
als decided they wanted this par- 
ticular player, and, clearly, the sec- 
ond guaranteed year was what got 
the deal done. 

A baseball source told The 
Washington Post that the Kansas 
City Royals, another team interest- 
ed in the catcher, were discussing 
a one-year deal between $800,000 
and $1 million. The contract, like 
the one Rodriguez had last year, 
would have been heavily laden with 
performance incentives. 

The free agent market was 
flooded with respectable second- 
tier catchers, but the Nationals 
believed Rodriguez was best suit- 
ed to handle everyday duties, if 
necessary. 

Former major league manager 
Jack McKeon, who led the Flori- 
da Marlins to a World Series title 
with Rodriguez in 2003, called the 
player known as “Pudge” one of his 
favorite players of all time. 

“What a leader he was,” McKeon 
told The Post on Tuesday. “He not 
only leads by example, but he was 
really positive with the Latin play- 
ers. He’s a guy that took charge.” 

McKeon explained Rodriguez’s 
value in relation to the young pitch- 
ers he can potentially help. 

Speaking about the Nationals, 
McKeon said, “You’re probably 
going to get a half a year quick- 
er development from those young 
guys, and that’s where he’ll really 
pay off. That’s where you’ll real- 
ly like him.” (express/the Washing- 
ton POST)

CD Review 

How do you recover from the 
career-ruining move of beating 
up your famous girlfriend and 
then having the whole world find 
out about it? 

For Chris Brown, the answer is 
putting together a partly apologet- 
ic, partly aggressively sexual album 
that should give any listener with 
half a brain the heebie-jeebies. 

On “Graffiti,” Brown throws 
together 13 carefully calculat- 
ed tracks that either reiterate his 
numerous apologies to former girl- 
friend Rihanna, who he assault- 
ed back in February, or proclaim 
his need for a new woman in his 
life, one who will let him help her 
“bloom like a flower, babe.” 

Creepy, no? 

Much of the album is like that, 
veering between regret (in the form 
of ballads such as “Crawl” and “So 
Cold”) and an almost offensive lust- 
iness (in songs such as “Sing Like 
Me” and “Take My Time.”) 

The opener and first single, “I 
Can Transform Ya,” is by far the 
album’s catchiest, and the one 
that’s most reminiscent of old Chris 
Brown. But then come tracks such 
as “Sing Like Me,” a slower ballad 
that describes how Brown’s not 
looking for a wife but just girls 
he can take home, and “Take My 
Time,” in which Brown commands 
a girl getting out of his shower to lie

Cover Your Eyes 

The only thing more ridiculous than the 
content of Chris Brown’s new album is the 
outrageous cover art. First, you’ll notice 
the painful resemblance to Adam Lam- 
bert’s debut album cover — both artists 
chose to go with that shimmery, dark, 
Bowie-in-“Labyrinth"/Bowie as Ziggy Star- 
dust look and feel. Then there’s the guitar 
nonchalantly placed over young Brown’s shoulder. Does Chris Brown play the gui- 
tar? We think not. And, finally, we suppose the bionic left hand, the high-waisted 
pants and the Kanye glasses can be overlooked, but we cannot and will not let 
slide the menagerie of cartoon weirdness occurring in the bottom corner. If this is 
an “in-crowd" thing, then we’re wholly out of it. (express)

SIX NIGHTS IN PARIS & NICE

Destinations 

Jesse Kennon’s day begins at 
6:30 a.m., as he opens up Cooper- 
town’s only bait and tackle shop. He 
heads to the only restaurant, where 
the lunch menu includes alligator 
tail and frog legs, to make sure the 
kitchen is ready. He is then off to 
spend the day giving airboat rides 
through the Florida Everglades. 

Kennon, or “Mayor” as they call 
him here, runs Coopertown, which 
is less than an hour from Miami 
but consists of only four acres and 
eight residents — his immediate 
family. Still, this town that start- 
ed in 1945 when Kennon’s fami- 
ly first offered airboat tours has 
turned into a major player in South 
Florida tourism, attracting about 
50,000 visitors per year. That does 
not include the dozens of music vid- 
eos and model shoots done here, 
or the major television and movie 
productions filmed on site, such as 
episodes for “CSI: Miami.” 

Yet it’s still a small town. In the 
1940s, there was nothing out there 
but the Everglades and the Indian 
village. The restaurant and house 
where Kennon lives went up two 
years later. Today, there is only 


one major road connecting Coop- 
ertown to Miami. 

“What we do here is try to show 
you the beauty and the majestic 


part of the Everglades,” said Ken- 
non, who wears gold-plated alliga- 
tor jewelry on his neck and anoth- 
er on his ring finger. 


“Most people anticipate coming 
to see a big jungle. When they get 
out there, they find it’s really not 
a big jungle,” he added. 

The goal for Kennon and his 
staff is to explain the importance 
of preserving the habitat. 

“The more people I can intro- 
duce and show the environment, the 
ecosystem, the fauna, and explain 
what the actual Everglades is about, 
that’s more people that respect 
that and will help support its sur- 
vival,” he said, suzette laboy (ap)
